They 
were successful in obtaining an assur- 


ance from Mr. Cross that the bill 
would stand over until next Wednes- 
day, in order that it might be dis- 
cussed on Tuesday evening.

SHOWS LARGE GAIN 


Republic, Includiag Tstands, Now Has 
Over, 100,000,000 People--Gain of 
21 Per Gent, to Ten Years.

Washington, Dee. 
Stites has passed 
mark in population. Tneluding the 
Philtppine Isiands and Porto Rico, 
and Wot Inclading Guam and part ot 
the islands of the Samoan group, the 
American flag floats over a popula- 
tion of 108,992,757, 

Exclusive of the Philippine isian ds, 
Porto Rict, Guam and Samoa, but in- 
cluding Alaska and Hawaii, the popu- 
lation of the United States is 33,471,- 
648. Ten years ago the population of 
the same territory was 76,303,387. 

It will be several weeks before the 
official figurm®s are made public by the 
census bureau, but there is no doubt 
that the f@regoing figures are very 
close to the mark. They aré based on 
the percentage of gain shown by the 
popalation statistics of eighteen States 
and Territories which have been com- 
piled officially by the census bureau 
experts. 

These eighteen States Terri- 
tories show a total gain in the last ten 
years of 5,161,425, or 21.8 per cent. 
According to the census experts, (ie 
percentage for the country as a W hole 
will be slightly greater It is beliey- 
ed that the percentage of gain for all 
the States and Territories will be ap- 
proximately 22.5 over the census of 
ten years ago. 

On the basis of this percentage, the 
United States has gained 19,100,701 in 
population in the last decade Ex- 
cluding the Philippines and Porto 
Rico the gain of the nation in ten 
years was 17,168,261. 

The percentage of gain for the 
country as a whole was greater in tiie 
last ten years than in the preceding 
decade From 1890 to 1900 the gain 
was 20.7 per cent., as compared with 
24.9 per cent. from 1880 to 1890, 

The greatest péreentage of 
made by the United Stafes was P 
this betme in the decnde from 1840 to 
1850. The gain in continental United 
States, including Alasko and Hawaii, 
in the decade from 1890 to 1900, was 
12,168,261, as compared with 17,168,- 
261 in the last decade. 

Of the States and Territories whose 
population has been empiled and en- 
nounced offiel: ly, di exéept Town 
show an incredAse over the sensus of 
1900. Towa shows a loss of 7,082. The 
greatest. gain was made in New York

London, Dec. 8—The first step in 
the making of the coronation robes 
for the King and Queen has been 


taken, and several firms have beén re- 


quested to submit designs for the 
robes to their Majesties. 
The work of the designers is con- 


fined to a comparatively narrow field, 
for the length and shape of the cor- 
onation roves are always the same, 
as well as the chief color scheme. A 
designer can, however, suggest a min- 
or color scheme for different parts of 
the robes, such as the arms and col- 
lars, which, however, must harmoni#e 
with the chief color scheme 

The real work of the designers will 
be to suggest a decorative and suit- 
able scheme for the embroidery of the 
robes 

The designs that will be submitted 
to their Majesties will be painted o1 
vellum, showing robes on full-length 
figures. Each design will be paid for, 
whether adopted or not, but the firm 


whose designs are adopted will 
necessarily be given the order for the 
robes 

Samples of materials for the robes 
from the best manufacturers in dif- 


ferent parts of the world will be sub- 
mitted to their Majesties; for, though 
both King George and Queen Mary 
desire to place orders for required 
materials with home firms as far as 
posible, some of the materials are not 
obtainable in England, The materials 
supplie® must be absolutely “exchu- 
sive,” and not an inch of them sold 
for any other purpose but for the cor- 
onation rdbes. 

The coronation will 
through the hands of a number of dif- 
ferent firms ere they are completed, 

When the matter of designs’ and 
materials to be used have beenfinally 
decided on by their Majesties, minute-
